To many the ways of the Hitler 
government may be a puzzle. After 
having crushed the Maxist parties and 
having exercised a cruel repression 
against the Jews, the nationalists un- 
der Herr Hugenberg and finally the 
powerful Catholic party, have come 
under the knife,. This was not a mere 
act of revenge on political foes, al- 
though the nazis went abotit the mat- 
ter of suppressing these parties with 
their usual ruthlessness. The elimina- 
tion of all parties is the chief pro- 
gram of the Hitler regime. Herr Hit- 
ler and his associates are driving for 
the corporate state in which there 
shall be no parties and no party in- 
terests, but only Germans and nation- 
al interests. Ultimately it is expected 
even the nazi party itself will disap- 
pear or rather all Germany will be

In a recent newspaper article a popular writer praises a prolific fel- 
low scribe who produces an average of 4,000 words a day. 

Considered only as a two-fingered manipulation of typewriter keys, 
the writing of that many words may be an achievement deserving praise. 
But the merit of literature is not measured with a yardstick, and in- 
crease of words does not indicate increase of labor. 

Long articles, like long sermons, indicate lazinéss rather than in- 
dustry. 

To express a thought without waste of words requires genius or 
hard work. Wherefore, the ordinary speaker or writer adopts the easier 
method and experiments with his vocabulary, trying words in various 
combinations, until he hits upon an arrangement that vaguely expresses 
his meaning. It is a shotgun method that splatters over considerable 
territory, but never quite rings the bell. 

The practice of using many words to do the work of a few has made 
uS a generation of poor listeners and carelss readers. 
taught us that we can listen with half an ear or skip most of a paragraph 
without missing anything. 

Most of the popular novels are merely short stories generously 
padded, and with few exceptions the ‘‘non-fiction’’ books that win re- 
nown could be boiled down to 50 pages without sacrificing a thought 
or a shade of meaning. 

It isn’t man’s nature to do his utmost at the first attempt if he 
knows he will have many opportunities to do better. Being free to add 
many sentences if the first fails to express his meaning, he develops the 
habit of using words carelessly. ) 

Even state papers and laws are so carelessly worded that no two 
men can agree concerning their exact meaning. 

Only the scientist uses words as delicate measures of meaning and 
carefully selects the ones that will express the truth and nothing more.

sion which are condoned. 

“No right thinking man will deny 
that baseball is better for the younger 
generation than staying at home and 
playing cards, ‘partying’ in some 
apartment or hotel or dashing helter 
skelter around the countryside in fast 
automobiles, and I am convince@ that 
going out to a ball park and watching 
a game is not only the most economi- 
eal, but the cleanest way to spend a 
Sunday afternoon,” Mr. Allen con- 
cluded.

Incidentally, the Knoxville owner 
regrets that his team was not chosen 
to meet the Crackers here in the “test” 
game instead of Memphis.
